REPORT. 


I  beg  leave  to  communicate  to  the  Swavesey  Rural  District 
Council  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1902  on  “  the  conditions 
affecting  health  in  the  District  and  .  .  .  the  means  for  improving 
those  conditions/’  and  in  addressing  myself  to  this  task  I  have  to 
point  out  to  the  Council  that  by  the  “  Memorandum  as  to  Annual 
Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,”  issued  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  October  1902,  1  am  directed  to  discuss 
prescribed  subjects  in  definite  order,  and  give  information  which 
may  seem  superfluous  to  the  Council.  The  following  extract  from 
fhe  Memorandum  will  make  clear  the  intention  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  : — 


“  As  subjects  concerning  which  the  Board  desire  to  obtain  through 
Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  not  only  definite 
general  information,  but  record  also  of  particular  changes  of  condition 
that  may  have  occurred  incidentally  or  by  action  of  the  local  authority, 
the  following  deserve  to  be  especially  borne  in  mind  : — 

u  Physical  features  and  general  character  of  the  District.

“  House  accommodation,  especially  for  the  working  classes ;  its 
adequacy  and  fitness  for  habitation.  Sufficiency  of  open  space 
about  houses,  and  cleanliness  of  surroundings.  Supervision  over 
erection  of  new  houses. 
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Vital  Statistics 
Population,  etc. 


‘‘Sewerage  and  Drainage  :  its  sufficiency  in  all  parts  of  the  District. 
Condition  of  sewers  and  house  drains.  Method  or  methods  of 
disposal  of  sewage.  Localities  where  improvements  are  needed. 

“  Excrement  disposal  :  system  in  vogue  ;  defects,  if  any. 

“  Removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse — whether  by  public  scavenger 
or  occupiers  :  frequency  and  method. 

“  Water  supply  of  the  District  or  its  several  parts  :  its  source  (from 
public  service  or  otherwise),  nature  (river  water,  well  water, 
upland  water,  etc.),  sufficiency,  wholesomeness,  and  freedom  (  by 
special  treatment  or  otherwise)  from  risks  of  pollution. 

“  Places  over  which  the  Council  have  supervision,  e.g .,  lodging  houses, 
slaughterhouses,  bakehouses,  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops 
factories  and  workshops,  and  offensive  trades. 

“  Nuisances  :  proceedings  for  their  abatement — any  remaining  un¬ 
abated. 

“  Methods  of  dealing  with  infectious  diseases  :  notification  ;  isolation 
hospital  accommodation  and  its  sufficiency  ;  disinfection. 

“  With  regard  to  such  points  it  should  be  remembered  that  these  reports 
are  for  the  information  of  the  Board  and  of  the  County  Council  as  well 
as  of  the  Council  of  the  District,  and  that  a  statement  of  the  local  cir¬ 
cumstances  and  a  history  of  local  sanitary  questions,  which  may  seem 
superfluous  for  the  latter,  may  often  be  needed  by  the  former  bodies.” 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Since  the  close  of  the  year  the  revised  official  results  of  the 
Census,  for  the  County  of  Cambridge  among  others,  has  been 
published  from  which  is  extracted  the  following  facts  which  may 
be  of  interest  to  the  Council  : — Assuming  that  the  Census 
enumeration  of  1891  had  reference  to  areas  identical  with  those  of 
the  recent  Census,  there  has  been  an  aggregate  decrease  of  466 
in  the  total  population  during  the  intercensal  period,  and  this 
decrease  is  distributed  over  all  the  villages  in  the  district  with 
the  exception  of  Lolwortli  where  there  has  been  an  increase 
of  16. 
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The  decrease  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  during 
the  same  period  has  been  68.  This  result  does  not  appear  to  be 
due  so  much  to  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  dwellings  available 
for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  as  to  migration  of  families  from 
the  district,  as  there  are  also  enumerated  82  houses  not  in 
occupation,  a  sufficient  number  of  which  might  possibly  be 
available  if  they  were  required. 

It  would  appear  that  the  number  of  persons  per  occupied 
house  has  declined  from  4*1  at  the  Census  of  1891  to  3*8  at 
the  present  Census,  but  this  fact  requires  correction  for  houses 
occupied  by  the  labouring  classes. 

Owing  to  chanceful  circumstances,  which  govern  the  Population 
fluctuations  of  rural  populations,  I  have  no  guage  upon  which  I 
can  estimate  the  population  to  the  middle  of  the  year.  I  therefore 
use  the  enumerated  figures  at  the  Census  in  making  my  calculations 
of  vital  statistics. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  is  34  ;  to  this  number  Deaths  and 

r  Death  Rate 

must  be  added  2  which  occurred  in  the  Union  Workhouse,  and  1 
in  Fulbourn  Asylum  of  persons  belonging  to  the  district.  The 
corrected  number  is  37,  equal  to  a  death-rate  from  all  diseases 
of  15*0  per  thousand  living  per  annum,  which  is  slightly  lower 
than  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  death-rate  in  England  and 
Wales  for  the  same  period  is  given  as  16*3  in  the  summary  of  the 
Registrar  General  contained  in  the  appendix  to  his  report  for  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year,  on  which  he  remarks  “  this  is  the  lowest 
rate  on  record.” 

There  have  been  no  deaths  in  the  group  of  epidemic  diseases.  Epidemic

The  total  number  of  births  registered  is  61,  equal  to  a  birth-  Births  and

rate  of  24*7  per  thousand  living  per  annum.  The  birth-rate  in 
England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period  is  given  as  28'6,  which  is 
0*1  higher  than  1901,  but  lower  than  any  other  year  on  record.

Infantile  mortality  as  represented  by  the  ratio  of  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age  to  1000  registered  births,  is  16, 
which  is  four-fifths  lower  than  that  of  last  year.

The  number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  is  one-fourth  lower  than 
that  of  last  year  ;  the  death-rate  from  this  disease  is  1*21. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  of  deaths  from  Cancer,  and 
of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs.  The  death-rate 
from  Cancer  is  1*21. 

For  record  of  the  incidence  of  Phthisis  and  Cancer  during 
the  years  1895 — 1901,  see  Table  in  the  Appendix. 

DISEASE  INCIDENCE. 

Diseases  of  an  epidemic  character  have  been  more  prevalent 
than  during  the  previous  year. 

Ho  case  of  Small  Pox  has  occured  in  the  district  during 
the  year. 

With  regard  to  Scarlet  Fever  five  cases  in  three  households, 
all  in  the  village  of  Box  worth,  have  been  notified.  The  first  case 
notified  towards  the  end  of  June  was  that  of  a  girl  who  fell  ill  a 
few  days  after  coming  on  a  visit  from  Chatteris  where  it  was 
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ascertained  Scarlet  Fever  was  prevailing.  The  second  was  that 
of  a  domestic  servant  in  another  household  ;  the  disease  may 
possibly  have  been  incepted  from  the  previous  case  or  it  may  have 
been  due,  like  some  others  in  other  districts  which  have  come  under 
my  notice,  to  a  visit  to  Cambridge  on  Coronation  Day,  especially  as 
the  rash  appeared  a  few  days  after  that  visit.  Three  cases  in  a 
third  household  occurred  early  in  September  ;  there  is  high 
probability  of  the  disease  having  been  contracted  from  the  house¬ 
hold  just  previously  mentioned  for  the  reasons  that  the  two  houses 
were  near  together  and  the  milk  supply  was  obtained  from  that 
household. 

With  regard  to  Diphtheria  one  sporadic  case  occurred  at  Diphtheria. 
Conington  in  a  very  young  child  ;  it  could  not  be  connected  with 
any  antecedent  case. 

With  regard  to  Typhoid  Fever  one  sporadic  case  occurred  at  Typhoid  Fever. 
Boxworth  End,  Swavesey,  in  February  ;  the  sanitary  conditions  of 
the  house  were  not  of  high  class  quality  and  there  was  a  history  of 
travelling  backwards  and  forwards  to  work ;  the  disease  may  have 
therefore  been  contracted  elsewhere  than  at  home,  but  the  evidence 
is  insufficient  to  connect  the  origin  to  any  special  source  of 
infection.  Another  sporadic  case  occurred  at  the  end  of  June  in 
the  same  village ;  enquiry  elicited  that  the  subject  of  the  illness 
had  been  on  a  fishing  expedition  some  time  previous  to  the  onset 
of  the  disease  but  the  source  of  infection  could  not  with  certainity 
he  ascertained. 

Other  epidemic  but  non-notifiable  diseases  have  been  absent 
throughout  the  year. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES 

AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  "Rural  District  of  Swavesey  comprises  six  villages,  which  Ph]^ures  etc 
vary  in  altitude  above  ordnance  datum  from  18  feet  at  Swavesey 
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House 

Accommodation 


to  124  feet  at  Lolworth.  Several  of  the  villages  rest  on  the  Old 
River  Gravels  overlying  Oxford  and  Ivimeridge  Clay,  notably 
Swavesey,  from  which  the  water  supply  of  the  village  is  obtained  ; 
this  village  is  liable  to  floods  owing  to  the  backing  up  of  the 
waters  of  the  Ouse. 

The  manufacture  of  milk  cheeses,  and  the  exportation  of  milk 
is  an  important  industry  in  the  district  ;  but  the  larger  number  of 
the  inhabitants  are  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits. 


HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  house  accommodation  in  the  district,  especially  for  the 
working  classes,  is  generally  adequate  and  is  chiefly  of  the  old- 
fashioned  thatched  type,  but  not  therefore  on  that  account 
insalubrious,  for  the  thatched  cottage  if  in  good  repair  and  with 
cleanly  surroundings,  is  generally  more  comfortable  and  healthy 
a  dwelling  than  its  brick  and  slate  substitue.  The  sufficiency  of 
open  space  about  houses,  except  in  a  few  instances,  is  adequate, 
and  the  cleanliness  of  the  surroundings  varies  according  to  the 
character  of  the  inhabitants.  In  some  of  the  villages  a  few  of  the 
houses  are,  however,  badly  and  unhealthily  situated. 

I  append  hereto  a  Table  extracted  from  the  Census, 
showing  the  Total  Tenements  and  Tenements  of  less  than  five 
rooms  in  the  district,  distinguishing  those  occupied  by  various 
numbers  of  persons  : —

On  the  application  of  the  somewhat  severe  standard  of  the 
London  County  Council,  that  any  ratio  above  two  persons  per 
room  constitutes  overcrowding,  it  appears  from  the  above  table  that 
5  per  cent,  of  the  two-room  tenements,  6  per  cent,  of  the  three- 
room  tenements,  and  2  per  cent,  of  the  four-room  tenements,  or 
three  per  cent,  of  the  total  tenements  of  less  than  five  rooms  in 
the  district,  are  overcrowded.  It  is  unfortunate  that  no  comparison 
can  be  made  between  the  conditions  obtaining  at  the  Census  of 
1891  and  1901,  because  this  district  was  constituted  a  separate 
district  only  after  the  taking  of  the  former  Census. 


There  is  no  official  supervision  over  the  erection  of  new 
houses,  but  in  every  instance  a  water  certificate,  under  the 
provisions  of  Sec.  6  of  the  Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878,  is 
required  before  occupancy. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 


There  is  no  system  of  sewerage  in  the  district,  but  at  Seweras« and 

*/  ~  7  Drainage 

Swavesey  the  surface  drains  are  sewerized  and  discharge  into  an 
open  ditch  which  crosses  the  main  street,  and  thence  to  the 
river  ;  the  sewrage  passes  away  fairly  quickly  through  the  village, 
but  stagnates  near  Church  End,  and  becomes  occasionally  very 
offensive.  This  ditch  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned  out  during  the 
year. 


EXCREMENT  DISPOSAL. 

Excrement  disposal  is  chiefly  by  privy  pits  and  in  a  few  Excrer>lsposai 
instances  by  trough  or  pail  closets ;  the  pit  privies  are  being 
gradually  abolished  in  favour  of  the  above-mentioned  types.  The 
fsecal  matter  is  disposed  of  on  garden  ground. 
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REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 


Removal  of 

Refuse 


The  house  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  the  occupiers,  temporarily 
in  ashpits  and  subsequently  on  garden  ground  or  allotments.  It 
might  be  worth  while  for  the  Council  to  consider  whether 
systematic  scavengering  might  not  be  instituted  in  the  larger 
villages  in  the  district. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

water  Supply  The  vi]]ages  in  the  district  obtain  their  supply  chiefly  from 

shallow  wells  and  ponds.  At  Church  End,  Swavesey,  the  supply 
is  mainly  from  private  wells,  but  Middle  Watch  and  Boxworth 
End  are  supplied  by  public  pumps  on  the  roadside  ;  the  well 
reserviors  connected  therewith  are  supplied  from  a  large  gravel 
patch  at  Black  Horse  Lane  by  earthenware  socketted  pipes 
through  which  the  water  flows  by  gravitation.  The  water  supply 
at  the  extreme  end  of  the  village  frequently  fails  either  from 
subsidence  of  the  water  level  in  the  gravel  in  time  of  drought, 
or  by  blocking  by  ingrowths  of  tree  roots  which  gain  access 
through  the  clay  joints.  This  latter  circumstance  has  again 
occurred  during  the  current  year. 


At  Swavesey  during  the  work  of  taking  up  and  relaying  the 
main,  on  account  of  the  blockage  previously  mentioned,  cement 
was  substituted  for  the  clay  caulking  ;  during  the  intermission  of 
the  supply  the  further  end  of  the  village  was  supplied  by  water 
cart.  A  suggestion  has  been  made  that  the  trees  growing  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  this  nearly  annual  blockage  should  be  felled. 

There  has  been  a  private  conference  of  Professor  G.  Sims 
Woodhead,  the  consulting  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
Administrative  County,  and  others  as  to  the  possibility  of  providing 
an  improved  supply  for  this  and  other  villages  in  the  County,  and  in 
his  report  for  the  year  1901  he  makes  the  following  remarks  : — 
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“In  the  Western  portion  of  the  County,  where  the  whole  of  the 
water  supply  is  practically  derived  from  shallow  surface  wells  and  pools 
it  is  necessarily  of  very  inferior  quality.  On  the  other  hand,  in  Cambridge 
itself  and  in  other  parts  of  the  County,  there  is  an  admirable  supply  to  be 
obtained  either  from  the  chalk  or  lower  green  sand  formations.  In  fact 
there  is  here  sufficient,  if  it  could  only  be  properly  distributed,  to  make 
up  for  the  deficiencies  of  the  Western  portion  of  the  County.  With  these 
difficulties  in  view,  it  would  be  a  good  thing  if  some  arrangements  could 
be  made  for  obtaining  a  common  supply  for  the  County,  or  for  the 
transmission  of  water  from  those  areas  more  plentifully  supplied  to  those 
in  which  the  supply  is  short  or  bad.  It  was  also  stated  that  this  question 
of  water  supply,  then,  is  one  of  the  most  pressing  with  which  the  County 
as  a  whole  has  to  deal,  and  the  sooner  some  common  action  can  be  taken, 
the  greater  will  be  the  prospect  of  ultimate  success  and  less  will  be  the 
expense. 

At  Conington  owing  to  a  shortage  of  water  the  chief  land- 
owner  allowed  the  villagers  to  obtain  a  supply  from  his  private 

well. 


At  Boxworth,  the  supply  having  partially  failed,  the  well  was 
kept  supplied  from  time  to  time  during  the  periods  of  scarcity  by 
watercart  by  direction  of  the  chief  landowner’s  agent. 

At  Lol worth,  the  supply  in  the  reservoir  having  run  short,  the 
reservoir  was  replenished  from  time  to  time  with  water  brought 
from  a  private  well. 

Parish  pumps  have  been  repaired  at  Boxworth  1 ,  Conington  1, 
Fen  Drayton  1,  Over  2  and  Swavesey  2. 


PLACES  OVER  WHICH  THE  COUNCIL 
HAVE  SUPERVISION. 

No  systematic  inspection  of  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops,  InsPections- 
has  been  attempted  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops 
Order,  although  Regulations  under  this  Order  have  been  in  force 
in  the  District  since  1st  January,  1900.  Considering  the  import¬ 
ance  of  the  dairy  industry  in  the  district,  it  would  be  desirable  if 
some  arrangements  could  be  made  for  the  inspection  of  these 
premises. 
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Slaughterhouses  are  periodically  inspected  by  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances. 

No  systematic  inspection  of  Factories  or  Workshops  has  yet 
been  decided  on.

Nuisances  of  various  kinds  as  indicated  in  the  Inspector’s 
Table  in  the  appendix  to  this  report,  have  been  dealt  with. 


METHODS  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  methods  of  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases  are  by 
notification,  followed  by  enquiry  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  or  by  both,  according  to  the  importance 
of  the  cases. 


solation 
Hospitals,  etc. 


There  is  no  isolation  hospital  ;  advice  is  therefore  given  to 
householders  to  carry  out  isolation  6f  cases  in  their  own  homes  as 
far  as  practicable.  The  School  Authorities  are  informed  of  the 
households  in  which  Infectious  Diseases  have  appeared,  with  a 
request  to  exclude  all  the  members  until  they  are  free  from 
infection  ;  but  where  epidemic  influence  show  a  tendency  to 
spread,  the  schools  are  asked  to  be  closed. 


In  threatened  outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  prophylactic  doses 
of  Antitoxin  are  recommended  for  the  protection  of  other  persons 
exposed  to  the  chances  of  infection,  and  bacterial  examination  of 
rubbings  from  their  throats  and  nasal  passages  is  made  for  the 
discovery  of  any  unsuspected  case  of  the  disease. 


At  the  conclusion  of  a  case,  the  infected  rooms  and  the 
articles  contained  therein  are  disinfected  by  aerial  disinfectants, 
but  there  is  no  machinery  in  the  district  for  disinfection  by  heat 
or  steam. 
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PERMISSIVE  ACTS. 

The  only  one  of  the  Permissive  Acts  in  force  in  the  district 
is  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889.  The  Infectious 
Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  and  the  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act,  1890,  have  not  yet  been  adopted. 

All  the  above  remarks,  together  with  the  Tables  of  Statistics 
required  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  the  Inspector’s 
Record  of  Work,  I  respectfully  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Rural  District  Council.
